CONFERENCE HALL, LONDON, June 12—The World 
Economic Conference, the most momentous assembly in re- 
cent history, got under way this afternoon with delegates 
from virtually every nation on earth gathered to try to end 
the big slump. 

King George himself, in acknowledgement of the import- 
ance of the occasion, formally opened the first plenary ses- 
sion in the great new geological museum in Kensington, de- 
Spite the fact he was suffering from severe rheumatism 
which recently has compelled him to avoid public appear- 
ances. 

The King-Emperor’s address was in effect a prayer for 
the success of the conference which has been called to bring 
aid to suffering humanity. 

‘ Ramsay MacDonald, Great Britain’s picturesque Prime 
Minister, who is president of the conference, followed with 
an impassioned plea for co-operation and action, and dealt 
somewhat with the machinery of the conference.

Two Army Fliers Nego- 
" in Safety, 


CAMAGUEY, Cuba, June 12.— 
Successfully completing their 4,508- 
mile Spain-to-Cuba non-stop flight, 
Captain Mariano Barberan and 
Lieutenant Joaquin Collar, Spanish 
army flyers, landed at this mid- 
island city Sunday afternoon at 3:35 
p.m., E.S.T. 

Because of unfavorable weather 
conditions to the west the two avi- 
ators announced they would at 
least spend the night here before 
going on to Havana, which city 
they had hoped to reach before their 
aeroplane Cuatro Vientos descend- 
ed on its trans-ocean flight. 

Tired but happy after their long 
air journey, which they said was 
made under the most favorable 
weather auspices, the two flyers 
were borne off to the Camaguey 
Colonia Espanola Centre by throngs 
of shouting Spaniards resident here 
who flocked to the airport immedi- 
ately after thelr compatriots’ land-

DEDUCTIONS ON 
BOND PLAN ARE 
ABOUT $50,000 


Scheme Will Net City’ 


$500,090 By 1934, Says 
Official 


Deductions from civic salaries, in- 
cluding the earnings of the Edmon- 
ton Public and Separate School 
Boards, at present total about $50,- 
000 since the commencement 
the bond scheme, which provides 
for part payment of salaries 
through the purchase of City of 
Edmonton bonds. This statement 
was made Monday by A. A. Camp- 
bell, assistant city treasurer and 
secretary of the Civic Bond Com- 
mittee which is handling the de- 
bentures for the employes. 

It is expected the deductions will 
reach the half-million-dollar mark 
by June 30, 1934. 

The plan was put into effect for 
civic employes on April 8, while 
both school boards brought the 
scheme into effect in May. 


RETAIN BONDS 

There is every indication that em- 
ployes are retaining the bonds and 
not surrendering them for a cash 
value, Mr. Campbell said. To date, 
the committee which is handling the 
debenture transactions for the Civic 
servants had only disposed of $4,500 
worth to local brokers out of total 
deductions in pay of $50,000. 

The official stated that the com- 
mittee was securing a good price 
for the bonds from brokers. So 
far, two sales have been held, the 
second sale netting a bond price 54 
points higher than the first one. 


10-YEAR PERIOD 

The debentures are sold to em- 
ployees at a price of $95 for a 10- 
year period and they yield five 
per cent, 

There are 15 members on the 
Civic Bond Committee, of which 
City Treasurer Frank Barnhouse is 
chairman.

A New York doctor says the depression saved 
the world from a nervous breakdown. We were 
travelling too fast, he thinks, financially and other- 
wise, and could not have stood the strain. In proof 
he submits that the mental hospitals filled up dur- 
ing the boom years. He expects fewer patients in 
years to come 

Authority is always to be respected, and ques- 
tioned with due reserve. Yet one would like the 
expert to explain the suicide epidemic that has 
swept the continent in the last three years. People 
do not take their own lives when they are in a 
state of tranquillity. 

The doctor doubtless knows whereof he speaks 
when he says the boom years were hard on the 
nerves. He is on questionable ground when he 
suggests the depression has ushered us into less 
distracting conditions. The facts, as recorded in 
the daily record of self-inflicted tragedy, seem to 
point in the other direction. 

The jig-saw puzzle has given way to the pastime 
of hunting among the debris of deflation for com- 
pensatory blessings. Unless it is a blessing that life 
is less attractive than it was, nobody has yet found 
them.

THIS WEATHER OF OURS 

The eastern half of the continent has been 
Sweltering in killing heat. From the Atlantic states 
to Chicago more than one hundred people are re- 
ported dead from the heat, hundreds more have 
been stricken, and long-standing records for early 
June maximum temperatures have been broken at 
many points. Westerners who migrated from the 
psyovinces and states lying in the basin of the St 
Lawrence waterway will have no trouble filling in 
the details of the picture thus sketched. 

Whoever it was predicted that the world was in 
for a series of cold summers, because sun spots are 
unusually plentiful or unusually scarce, seems to 
have made a miscalculation. With early June set- 
ting up new high marks on the scale, the outlook 
for July and August in that part of the continent 
is anything but refreshing. 

People in central and northern Alberta have 
been complaining of quite opposite conditions, and 
with cause. There has been no hot weather here 
yet, and only an odd day that could be classed as 
positively warm. For a week it has been decidedly 
cool, with plentiful rainfall. 

Sometimes there is consolation in comparisons 
This is one of the times. Better have to wear a 
light overcoat than be prostrated with heat 


IF NOT INFLATION? 


When the last word has been said, and about all 
possible seems to have been said, in the con- 
troversy over inflation and deflation, there remains 
the basic principle of fairness that a debt should 
be paid in dollars of the same value as those bor- 
rowed. 

That principle cannot be challenged. Settle- 
ment on any other basis is robbery; robbery of the 
debior or of the creditor as the circumstances may 
decide. If cheap dollars are borrowed, cheap dol- 
lars should be repaid. If a debt is incurred when 
dollars are dear, it should be discharged on that 
level of value 

The siump in commodity prices has made dol- 
lars dear, and doubled or tripled dollar debts. That 
is mot digputed in any reputable quarter. It is 
admitted as a self-evident fact. Then how restore 
the balance, establish a basis for payment in terms 
of fairness, and make payment practically pos- 
sible—which at present it obviously is not? 

One means to the end is to cheapen the dollar, 
by one of several methods of what is called “in- 
flation.” The deflationists will have none of that 
They say it is dangerous, would grow like the 
opium habit, and could not be checked. Then what 
alternative have they to offer the debt 
difficulty? Merely standing pat, and hoping the 
tangle would straighten itself out, has got us no- 
where in three long and dreary years If not

BY WHAT AUTHORITY? 

Premier Brownlee is reported as saying in To- 
ronto, “There is a strong feeling in the west that 
something should be done by international agree- 
ment to bring the production of wheat more in 
line with world consumption.” In other words, 
cut down the acreage of wheat in Canada and 
other countries. The western governments, Mr. 
Brownlee said, had told Premier Bennett they favor 
such action. 

On the same day Mr. Brouilletie, head of the 
wheat pool, told a Saskatoon interviewer the wheat 
exporting countries should make an agreement 
limiting themselves to ship only specified “quotas” 
of wheat into outside markets. It wag up to the

federal government to negotiate such an arrange- 
ment. After which it would be the duty of the 
provincial governments to pass legislation forbid- 
ding farmers to grow more than the stated amounts 
of wheat plus domestic requirements

recent wheat conference in London, when he tried 
to get the representatives of other exporting coun- 
tries to agree to a scheme to cut down production. 
That apparently is what Premier Bennett is to 
urge at the economic conference in London, with 
the backing of the three prairie governments and 
the Saskatchewan wheat pool. Nothwithstanding, 
Australia has given notice that it will have nothing 
to do with any such arrangement. 

A good many questions arise necessarily from 
the launching of such a project. They will be 
asked in order as events develope. At the moment 
it would bé interesting to know where Mr. Ben- 
nett or anybody else got authority to undertake to 
reduce the Canadian farmers to a condition of 
serfdom and tell them how much wheat they may 
grow.or sell 

Certainly neither parliament nor the provincial 
legislatures, much less the wheat growers, handed 
any such instructions or sanctions to the Dominion 
or provincial governments. If the wheat growers of 
Canada are to be sold out to Australia at least they 
have a right to be consulted before the transaction 
is attempted.

QUEBEC THEATRE HORROR 

On this date in 1846, Quebec 
city was the scene of the worst 
theatre horror in Canadian his- 
tory. The officers of the Cold- 
stream Guards, then a garrison 
at Quebec, had fitted up a the- 
atre in a building adjacent to the 
Chateau St. Louis (where the 
Chateau Frontenac now stands) 
and when it was not in use by 
their amateurs it was leased to 
travelling shows. 

On June 12, 1846, the theatre 
was leased to a man named Har- 
rison from Hamilton, Canada 
west, who advertised the pres- 
entation of pictures from a dio- 
rama. The attraction was novel; 
the theatre was well filled, and 
the pictures were much ap- 
plauded, especially some of 
Niagara Falls. Just as the lec- 
turer was completing his mono- 
logue about the falls, a cry of 
“fire!” threw the audience into a 
panic. A coal oil lamp had fallen 
from its hangings and set fire to 
the scenery.

rush to the stairs leading to the 
doors, few in number.

| obligations in currency instead of in gold, was 
passed by the Senate, it is still the lure of thousands 
of men in British Columbia, where I am at present 
visiting. Twenty thousand men are preparing to 
prospect for gold in the Cariboo camp; two gold 
mining companies last week were over-subscribed 
when their stock was offered to the public, and 
speculators on the mining exchanges are reputed to 
be recouping fortunes lost in the slump of 1929. 

Vancouver, which is elated at the great honor 
brought to its renown by Jimmy McLarnin in suc- 
cessfully knocking out Young Corbett with a left 
hook to the jaw, has discarded the ideg of a civic 
banquet to the left-hooker and instead will give 
him @ civic reception at which the high peak will 
be the presentation to the hero of a golden key, 
emblematic at once of the pugilistic quest and of 
the civic feeling that nothing is too good, or can 
be denied, to one who can knock a fellow-creature 
unconscious in two minutes and fourteen seconds 
with a left hook to the jaw. 

A lot of high-brows are meeting in the city 
attending the tirst convention of the Pacific Science 
Congress — synthetic chemists, electricians, re- 
searchers and mathematicians. They will feel pretty 
cheap when they see that civic reception, and hear 
the brass band play “The Conquering Hero,” and 
see that massive key of solid gold handed to Jimmy. 
Some of them will wish they had applied them- 
selves to upper-cuts and splitting skulls instead 
of trying to split atoms, or prolong human lives.

Belief that radical inflation by reducing the gold 
content of the dollar will cap the inflationary pro- 
gram of President Roosevelt, causing similar aftion 
to be taken in Canada, is behind the great specu- 
lative activity in gold stocks and the renewed inter- 
est in prospecting for gold. Should the dollar be 
given a new value of 17 grains of gold instead of 
its present quantum of 23 grains, that would give 
gold a value of about $30 an ounce, and add 50 per 
cent to the return of the gold mining companies. 

| So twenty thousand men are going out to prospect 
for gold in the Cariboo and outfitters stores have 

| each of them an egticing window display, showing 
a miner with his tent, the bed tidily made, a stove 
set up alongside an enticing box of canned goods 
and groceries, and a “rocker” and winch and the 
inevitable set of gold scales. It must be powerfully 
attractive to the pent-up energies of many a man 
on relief, tired of tramping the city sidewalks and

It may be that Roosevelt will not wish to peg 
the dollar at so low a rate as 17 grains, or at all. 
His experts may at the present moment be worR- 
ing to effect a general scheme for exchange 
stabilization at London, on a basis that will inflate 
the American dollar to a point where the farmer 
can pay his debts and foreign trade be resumed. 
} If so, the hopes of the gold companies will be un- 
realized, but the chaps who are leaving the city 
streets to seek health and wealth out of doors will 
still be ahead of the game of idling in the cities. 
Some of them may yet become the heroes of camp 
tales, when men tell how greenhorns sometimes 
go out and find gold where seasoned prospectors 
would scorn to look. 

There is one maxim of the hard-bitten pros- 
pector that all subscribe to, “Gold is where you 
find it.” 

Prohibition of gold exports from United States 
has resulted in Canada shipping gold direct to 
London instead of sending it to New York. Twenty- 
three nations, including France, Holland and Switz- 
erland, which are still on the gold standard, are 
shipping gold to London, the only free gold market 
left. Unsettled political conditions in other countries 
have led to a feeling of insecurity. Owners of gold 
have more faith in the safety of their deposits in 
Britain than elsewhere. 

Future historians will find much to amaze them 
from the vantage point of an age that will measure 
the value of commodities and wealth by the only 
absolute standard—that of the energy units in- 
volved—when they will read of how men and 
nations turned away from creating wealth in the 
gold age in order to dig for the useless yellow 
metal that was used as the symbol of wealth-—-even 
though after digging it out of one hole in the 
ground they had to hide it in another hole in the 
ground for safety.

If you want to know how greatly the thinking 
of one age can differ from another within the space 
of one hundred years, it is exactly one hundred 
years ago this month that William Ewart Gladstone 
stood in the British House of Commons and de- 
fended human slavery. 

The London Times of June 3, 1833, thought so 
highly of the young man’s maiden speech that it 
gave him two-thirds of a column report. Here are 
some phrases from it; taken from the report of 
the debate on Colonial slavery. The Gladstone 
family of Liverpool had estates in Demerara in the 
West Indies, and Lord Howick in the debate had 
referred to the Gladstone estate as proof that the 
increase in sugar cultivation was in direct ratio 
to the overworking and loss of slave life on the 
plantations. 

The Times in its report says: 

“He (Mr. Gladstone) denied that the noble 
lord's statement in regard to his father's estate 
was correct.... A great deal had been said 
respecting the term ‘property. He viewed 
property as the creature of society: and the 
question was, whether slaves were not property 
within the limits of the constitution. We were 
not to go into the wide sea of abstract specu- 
lation. The legislature had done all in its power 
to make them property. (Hear, hear) It had 
legalized them as preperty, and was bound by 
its own acts.” 

Within the limits of his own lifetime the ardent 
young defender of slavery became the greatest 
defender of liberty and human rights of his day. 
He lived to see slavery, once defended as Scriptural 
and regarded as a proper investment for trust 
funds, become outlawed and abhorred as an outrage 
against humanity, 

No social reform or economic change envisioned 
in any of the radical programs of today, is as far 
from hope of realization as was the demand of the 
j anti-slavery advocates a hundred years ago. 

Eight years ago Prof, Rex Tugwell wrote a book 
in which he envisioned the changes that the ma- 
chine age must bring to make life easier and more 
beautiful for the many. It was regarded as a 
schoolman's unpractical idealism. But today, the 
author is one of the “brain trust’ supplying ideas 
to President Roosevelt, just as the Fabian Society 
years ago supplied idegs to Lloyd George for his 
“People’s Budget.”

BICYCLING RECOMMENDED 

1 rarely recommend fads but there is one which 
has a great deal of merit. This is bicycling. In 
many places groups of people are riding bicycles, 
enjoying the outdoor exercise and building better 
bodies at the same time. 

One of the first bicycles was called a hobby- 
horse and was nothing more than two wheels 
fastened together with a cross bar. The rider sat 
astride the bar and by pushing his feet on the 
ground managed to roll along. After being improved 
a little the model became fashionable among the 
rich and the popular name for it was “dandy- 
horse.” To ride this kind of @ bicycle became the 
rage, which spread even to America. This is the 
first time we hear of a “craze” for bicycle riding. 
About 1840 a Scotchman put together the first 
workable bicycle with handlebars, pedals and a 
seat. But his reward was arrest on a charge of 
“furious driving” and this is the first record of a 
fine and a speed ticket for speeding. 

The next type of bicycle consisted of very heavy 
wooden wheels upon which were fasstened iron 
tires. To ride this over a bumpy road gave one 
such a good shaking up that the machine was called 
a “boneshaker.” Gradually the bicycle as we know 
it today was worked out until we have a light ma- 
chine that will travel as high as twelve miles an 
hour with an average persun pedaling. 

Bicycling as a sport has a great deal to recom- 
mend it: in the first place it is not an expensive 
form of recreation. The machine may be bought 
for very little, or even rented by the hour. Upkeep 
on a bicycle is low and it does not cost much to 
run one. In the second place, it is a healthful exer- 
cise which builds up better leg development, ex- 
poses the body to sun and air, entices the rider into 
regular outdoor exercise, and brings the relaxation 
resulting from a new interest. 

I am especially pleased to see women of all ages 
take up this diversion as it is especially good for 
them in assisting in keeping the hips and legs nor- 
mally developed. The action of pedaling exercises 
the muscles of the legs and thighs which is bound 
to develop round curves in those who are thin 
and to reduce those who are overweight in these 
parts. This wholesome form of exercise is specially 
recommended for those women who want to reduce 
the thights and legs as excercise is the best method 
for breaking down fatty deposits. To aid in the 
process I would suggest that you use a well- 
balanced reducing diet as this will assist in correct- 
ing the limbs and help to make them more shape- 
ly. If you do not know the right diet to follow, 
I would suggest that you write to me, and enclose 
one large, self-addressed, stamped envelope with 
your request for a copy of the reducing diet. 

In taking up bicycling the best plan is to ride 
a moderate distance the first day, gradually in- 
creasing the distance covered. You will be sur- 
prised how tired the muscles of the legs become, 
which shows that they are lazy and need the work. 
One of the finest points about riding a bicycle is 
that it may be made strenuous or easy. By pedal- 
ing hard and going a longer distance it becomes 
strenuous exercise, while by pedaling easily and 
coasting now and then one may rest the legs and 
the lungs, and it becomes a gentle exercise. Since 
there is a slight tendency to cramp the abdom- 
inal muscles while bending over the handlebars, 
I would suggest that you keep the abdomen pulled 
in while riding. 

Now that cycling has been taken up so enthus- 
iastically by young and old there is reason to be- | 
lieve that, although the automobile was taking 
away our leg power, the bicycle will give it back 
again |

As a result of the disturbances. | 
the government Sunday put a pre- 
mature end to the meetings which 
were supposed to continue and ter- 
Minate Sunday. 

Railway stations of Munich were 
packed with thousands of persons | 
yesterday, including many delegates 
making a hurried exit from the city 
It was reliably reported leading 
members of the congress were as- 
saulted by storm troopers who tore 
badges off the delegates and beat 
them up, even using truncheons | 


Herr Theo Baldi, leader of the! 
Swiss delegation, had his badge 
ripped off, then was taken to the 
police station, but he was released 
later. He lodged a protest with the 
Bavarian government and the Swiss | 
consul in pursuing the matter. 

According to eye-witnesses, Cath- 
olic priests were not immune from 
attack and it was reported last 
night that several hundred uni- 
formed Nazis appeared at a hotel 
where Catholic apprentices were | 
staying and cragged them out of} 
bed. Two of the Catholics were sent | 
to a hospital. | 

The official version of tne affair 
attributes the disorder to a provo- 
cative attitude by attendants at the! 
convention and their wearing of 
orange colored shirts, considered by | 
the Nazis to be a by-play on the 
brown shirt. 

Cardinal Faulhaber’s mass was to 
have been held in the huge exhibit- | 
ion hall but when delegates appear- | 
ed the storm troopers had already | 
blocked the entrances.
